Food Administration and Su­ 
gar Refiners Get Together 
At Washington 


Under an 
agreement 
reached 
in 
W arlington yesterday at a conference 
between the Food Administration and 
beet sugar producers, the stable retail 
price of sugar will be about 8 cents 
a pound. 
The producers will sell to 
wholesalers at eastern .efining points 
a t 7^4 centi* per pound. 
The wholesale price agreed on by 
th e Food Administration and produc­ 
ers is of deep interest to beet grow­ 
ers in this county, for upon the price 
the factories receive depends the base 
price of la per cent beets. 
In a general way tile factories have 
established a base price of $1 per ton 
for 15 per cent beetn for every dol­ 
lar per hundred net they receive for 
the refined product. 
In other words, 
ii the' factories get $7 per hundred 
pounds net, the growers will receive 
|7 lier ton for la per cent beets. 
According to N. W. Drapier, assist 
ant manager of the Southern Califor­ 
nia Sugar Company, payment to the 
growers of about $7 per ton is antici­ 
pated here. 
It may be a little more 
o r it may be a little less, depending 
entirely on the net price received by 
the factories for the finished product.

Sugar Companies Voluntarily 
Increase Payroll Hundreds 
of Dollars Per Day 


The 1200 or more employes of 
the five sugar factories in O range 
County have had their wages vol­ 
untarily increased 
by 
the sugar 
companies. 
The increase will av­ 
erage about 5 cents an hour for 
each employe, which m eans th a t 
(he payroll of each plant will be 
increased betw een $600 and $700 
per 2.4-hour day. 
As the m ost of 
the factory men put in a 12-hour 
shift, it m eans an increase of 60 
cents a day 
or 
$4.20 per week. 
The five factories

about 240 employes.

Engineer Koebig in one corner. Su­ 
pervisor Finley and County Surveyor 
McBride in another, the m ajority of the 
Board of Supervisors in a third and H. 
Clay Kellogg, contractor and engineer, 
in the fourth, are evidently about to 
be forced into a game of pussy-wants- 
a-corner through an eleventh-hour ef­ 
fort to discover w hether or not En­ 
gineer Koebig ever gave his endorse­ 
ment to the Kellogg plan for building 
the Santa Ana canyon road at Sulphur 
Slide along the edge of the river in 
preference to going . over the 
high 
ridge. 
To a casual observer, it would come 
with poor grace for Engineer Koebig 
at this late day to say that he did not 
approve of the Kellogg plan. 
Tile en­ 
gineers, Koebig & Koebig, father and 
son. were called in and paid for their 
ex|>ert opinion 
as 
to 
what Orange 
County ought to do in tile Santa Ana 
canyon. 
'The problem was rf serious 
one, the situation being one brought 
about by the trem endous flood of IBIO. 
The question as to w hether or not the 
ro ad ’’to be built to replace the one 
watched away should be built on the 
canyon bottom with few turns and no 
noticeable change in grade or over the 
ridge, witli 
num erous 
sharp 
turns, 
heavy cuts and considerable grade, was 
put up to Koebig. 
He was called in 
to answ er that question and to pass 
upon whether or not tile county should 
let a contract according to Kellogg's 
plans. 
If he allowed the supervisors 
to think that he had answ ered the 
questions that the supervisors wanted 
answered, when he had not. if he sat 
by and allowed his client to accept the 
Kellogg plan against his better judg­ 
m ent, with his client believing that 
his language constituted an opinion 
favorable to the plan, he took his pay 
without having first fulfilled his obli­ 
gation as an engineer. 
It is said, how­ 
ever, that Koebig asserted to County 
Surveyor McBride that he was never 
asked for an opinion 
on 
Kellogg's 
plans, 
if that be the case. the situa­ 
tion is altered. 
In a communication 
to tile Board of 
Supervisors, 
Super­ 
visor 
S. 
ll. 
Finley 
declared 
that 
Engineer Koebig had never definitely 
approved the Kellogg plan, 
lf he did 
not approve the plan, the declarations 
of Supervisors Talbert, 
Struck 
and 
Leek can leave no doubt in any per­ 
son’s mind tliat Engineer Koebig al­ 
lowed them to think that lie approved 
of the Kellogg plan. T here is no ques­ 
tion whatever hut th at tin- Koe big 
report definitely favored building at 
the edge of the river in preference to 
going over the ridge, and certain it is 
that ills w ritten rei»ort does not con­ 
demn tile Kellogg plan or point out its 
fundamental defect*, w hatever, if any, 
they may have been. 
It is declared by som e of the super­ 
visors that Koebig told them that the 
whole question as to w hether or not 
tile wall proposed by Kellogg would 
stand would rest upon w hether or not 
a firm foundation could be secured It 
is well remembered that the county 
had the test holes

term ined the* character of foundation 
for Koehig’s information. 
Less than a month 
ago 
Engineer, 
Koebig appeared before tho Board of I 
Hii|*orvisors and declared that addi­ 
tional wing dam s would have to he 
built in order to protect the roadway J 
now being completed by Kellogg. 
An i 
exam ination of the Koebig report filed ] 
with the Board of Supervisors a year: 
ago, in response to the request of the 
board that he confer with McBride 
and Kellogg and suggest such addi­ 
tions or changes in the specifications 
or plans as would tend to make the 
lower road constructions 
as 
perm a­ 
nent as possible, show s 
no 
recom ­ 
m endations for the wing dams now de­ 
clared by Koebig to be necessary for 
the protection of the job. 
Out of tills controversy, in which in 
the final analysis one seem s likely to 
decide whose word lie will take, a few 
m ajor facts stand out: 
First, the decision to build tile road 
at the edge of the river instead of go­ 
ing over the ridge was recommended 
by the engineers.

Thus far the rationing it voluntary 
on the part of the war powers, but if 
the steps already taken to conserve 
foods do not suffice, then’compulsory 
rationing will be enforced.

To Avoid Competitive Bidding 
One of his first Bteps in proper ap­ 
portionm ent of food is the establish­

so that the allies shall not bid against 
each other in world m arkets and by 
their very bidding, force up prices.

Hoover 
has 
elim inated 
som e of tile middle processes which 
absorbed profits, has established con­ 
trol over wheat, has created a sugar 
comm ission, has inform ed the Am eri­ 
can people th at they m ust ration them- 
selven. 
Hoover and other food controllers 
are certain that food will win the war. 
Germany is not starving, but her pros­ 
pects of malnutrition grow constantly.

Hoover already has taken the follow­ 
ing steps: 
Secured Many Reductions 
Licensed m illers, sugar refiners and 
packers; planned regulation of
